To Prevent Foreigners Spec 


ulating On Franc’s 
Recovery 


(Associated Prees Despatch) 

Paris, May 20—Foreigners purchas- 
ing real estate in France would be sub- 
ject to a real estate sales tax four times 
as Jarge ns‘that levied upon natives if'a 
bill now in the: hands of the finance 
commitice of the chamber is approved 
by the French parliament. 

The present law imposes a tax of 13 
per cent of the price paid, while the new 
bill would amend the law, by making it 
52 per cent when the buyer is a forcign- 
er, “even when sucha foreigner has a’ 
legal domicile in France.” * 

“The depreciation of our currency has 
incited a certain number of capitalists 
belonging to countries favored on the 
international exchange market, to  in- 
vest their capital in Franer, in the hope 
‘of realizing heavy) profits, when the 
frane returns towards jts par value,” 

the preable says.
